SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

This untitled colour photographic negative strip is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The negative strip contains one image only. This image depicts a semi-naked female. 
The female’s breasts and pubic region are exposed, and her genitals are just visible. 
The female wears accessories of a sexual nature (stockings, suspender belt and high- 
heeled shoes), as well as a balaclava and large framed glasses. The female’s nudity 
in conjunction with the sexualised nature of some of her attire indicates that the intent 
of the image is to sexually arouse the viewer. The balaclava and glasses may be 
intended to have fetishistic appeal. The female may be holding a glass in her hand, 
but owing to the small size of the negative this is difficult to establish with any 
certainty. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to this 
publication. The restriction on the availability of this publication to an adult audience is 
considered to be reasonable and demonstrably justified. This is because the 
sexualised content of the publication is considered likely to be injurious to the public 
good, if the publication is made available to a wider audience. 
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
